THE CIVIL TENURR.

How Cnnningly the New Bil
Framed,

There are numbherless rumors afloat to-night
regarding the Presidents intentions relstive o
the Civil-terure bill, which passed Congre:s
yesterday and was delivercd to bim to-day, bat
pone of them have auy foundwtion 1o fact, as he
lias, a8 usual, kept his own counsel, 1Itis cor-
tain, however, that when he lays the matier
betore the Oxbinet to-morrow, every member
thereof will express & dlzapproval of the blll,
if they do mol advise him o weto V.
Many Sesators and members of the House who
voted for if expressed ustonishweut to.aay at
finding that, while at first it appeared to be
clumsily deawn, it 18 in reality oue of the
shrewcest pleces of legislation ennacted for
many years, und in effect re-enacts the old law,
The repealers are aghast at this discovery and
ackpowledge themselves badly sold, They
now eece that inasmuch ng the first eection, re-
tained from the old law, prohibits removals
without the consent of ihe Senute, thut boly

can, as I stated last might, by aathority
of subsequent sections, retain apy one
in office by refosing to act upon or
by rominstions,  The

rejec'inrz new
only substuntial change from the old law is in
the fact that the new bill entitles the President’s
nominees to enter at once upou their duties, and
1o draw salary until the Benuate pusses jndgment
on their cases, Uunder the old law the nominess
could not enter upon the daties of the otlice or
draw pay until the Senute bad passed upon their
case, This brief explanation ot the real purport
of the new ll will suffice to give you some idea
of the 1evulsion of feeling rezardiug it among the
repealers, who voled for It under the impression
that & removel under its provisions was final,
It must be remembered 1o this copueotion that
the Presldent cannot suspend an ofticer more
than once on Lhe same charges, and conse-
quently If the Bret suepension 1s not sustained
by the Senate he is powerless 1o act nntil he'
finds new charges. lo view of this condition of
affairs, it is vot to be wondered that the exclie-
ment over the matier lu pohitiesl clicles 18 very
great tonight, .
